Prince Arthur Takes the

Field,

Weston Wins the Wager.

Bold Pittsburg Highwaymen. |
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WESTON'S WALK.

—*__._

The Great Feat of Walking One Hundred
Miles In Twenty-two Consecutlye Hours Nuc-
cesnflnlly Accomplished.

Weston commenced his great walk in New
York of one hundred miles in twenty-two hours
ut fifteen minutes after midnight last night. The
match ornginated from an offer made by Mr.
Wallace, the manager of the Empire City Rink
to give Mr.Weston the sum of $1500 if he would
walk one hundred miles in twenty-two hours,
the track to be laid inside the rink. Weston
aceepted the proposition, and to-day is attempt-
ing this really marvellous feal of pedestrianism.

ME. GREELEY MEARURES THE TRACUK.

Mr. Horace Greeley, accompanied by several
other well-known gentlemen, measured the
track with a tape-line. Mr. Weston, that every-
thing should be bona fide and above-board, had
the track measured by the City Burveyor on
Monday, who stated that it would take 717
revolutions and 706 feet to make the distance,
Beven times round and 132 feet made n mile.
The track is made of earth and shavings, and is
firm and elastie.

THE BTART AND THE MAN.

The jundges, Messrs. Burnham (. Winans, F.
A, Keeler, M. England, R. lI. Jerome, and F.
Lawrence, took their positions in the stand, and
at 12°156 precisely, gave the word, and Weston
started to accomplish this remarkable feat. In

ph;ﬂiqne Weston is small but sinewy, and of a
ight, active frame that looks endurance all
over. On receiving the word Weston started off
with an easy, elastic gait, which he gradually
improved until he made the revolution of the
ball in one minute and thirty-six seconds, after
which he averaged about one minute and forty-
two seconds to each revolution., There were
not many onple Eremnt at the time of the
gtart, but during the morning they dropped in
by twos and threes, curions to have a sight at

the man who had the nerve to attempt guch a

marvellous feat.

FIRST HOUR'S WORK.

Thirty-elght rounds, about five miles, were
completed in one hour, two minutes and thirty -
five seconds, and the little party ol spectators
wave the tollor a hearty cheer to help along his
wearisome track, Al sixteen minutes past two
one of his attendants handed him a glass, and
be took a sip of some cold tea, flavored with
lemon juico. One hundred rounds were made
in three hours, four minutes and twenty
seconds, and Weston did not appear in the
slightest way fatigued, but if anytbing was im-
proving the pace every round.

GREAT WALKING.

He accomplished seventeen miles in three
hows f rty-two minutes and thirty secounds,
and twned round and walked in the other direc-
tion to avold dizzincss. About 5 o'clock a
good many people joined the little assemblage
and some considerable applause was elicitec
when Weston walked his twenty-third mile in
twelve minutes. The twenty-ifth mile, one-
fourth of the entire distance, was accomplished
at 24 minutes and 5 seconds past 5 o'clock,
showing that Weston wns abont twenty minutes
akead of time.

FIRRT REST.

At the conclusion of the 185th round he rested
for three minutes and twenty-three seconds, and
discussed a modicum of coffee and crackers, and
then started off with renewed [reshness.
When be came to the judges’ stand, after finish-
ing the 210th round, he made another halt of
n arly five minutes, aud disposed of some more
crackers and milk, after which nourlshment he
made another move on his hundred mile tramp,
His 30th mile was accomplished at thirty-
cne minutes past six. e then cowmmenced
to improve his gait, and for the mext few
o iles av ed abont twelve minutes and eight
seconds. At his 35th mile, having walked nearly |
inceseantly -with only five minutes’ rest, he |
called for a drink and was given some lemonade,
with & portion of which he washed his mouth.
He was apparently much refreshgd with the
lemonade, and walked the S6thand 5ith miles in
fast time, finishing the last al one minute and
seventeen seconds past eight, having walked his
1est mile in twelve minutes and two scconds.

On the 370th round, In the 515t mile, Weston
swallowed a raw egg while walking. In his bid
wile he rested for nine and a hall minutes,
and eat eome crackers and coffee and bathed
hig feet in brandy. lle walked his next five
miles in one hour, thirteen minutes and twenty-
seven seconds, and completed fifty-tive miles In
twelve hours and four minutes, just tnirteen
minutes shead of time.

After the 850th mile he took n spoonful of
champague three times, and during the last 10 |
miles he swallowed a little brandy and waler |
about every third round. He used a sponge
dipped in bay rum 10 molsten his head and
wrists, and pul whisky in his shoes to ease his |
feet. His quickest round, the last of the BH0th
mile, was walked in one minute and twenty
seconds. During the day there was a scattering
attendance of curlous spectators, but after
nightfall a crowd poured in, untll there were
not less than 5000 people present, including not
a few Iadies, who watchied with the keenest
inlerest the rapid strides of the wonderful pe-
des'rian. .

Bareheaded, clad only in his shirt and tizht
velvet trousers, with shoes and h.--.:v‘lngh. Weslon |
shot along like a human comet, Every time Le |

the judge's stand o hearty clapping of
ands ealuted him. On the lasy mile the exelte-
iment was tremendous, and when Weston came
vp, smiling and bowing, the air was rent| with
hurrabs and bravos and stamping of fect, and
hats and bandkerchlefs were waved on every |
ride. He had 31 minutes aud 15 seconds Lo |
spare, Weston mounnted the ralsed platform, |
where his wife und child were sitting, and made

u npeat little speech of thanks, amid renewed

cheerlng.

The crowd then slowly dispersed, and Mr.
Weston finally left in a c&rrilgc for his home.
He showed very few signs ol fatigue, but laughed
and chatted with his friends us though he had
been hktnﬂ umr;ll a Nitle half-mile stroll
instead of a bundred mile journey. The purse
of #1500 (o which be is entitled will Le haunded
¢t him without delay, and he will soon sail for
Kurope, carrying with him the proud conscious-
uess of having fairly performed an unparalleled
task, and proved himsell beyond uuesiion the
champlon walker of the age.

BRUTAL SCOUND RELISM,

A Wemnn's Ohu-iar luv“ed by Night—She
e Beaten and Dangeronsly Injnred.

The Bt. Louis Democrat of Wednesday says: —

An unusually atrocions piece of rufflanism
was perpetrated at about 1 o'clock Sunda
morning, at the residence of Mr. Oakes, who is
well known ag a seller of candy on the gouth
gide of Olive, between Fourth and Fifth atreets,

Mr. Oaloo' family, consisting, besides him-
self, of his wife, two children, and his wife's
sister, oceupy the upper part of the house
on the northeast corner of Tenth and Howard
gtrects. The apartments are entered from the
rear, through the yard. Mr. Oakesusually goes
home early, but on Baturday night went to the
levee to awalt the arrival of a steamboat on
which his sister was expected. His famlly re-
tired, Mrs. Onkes leaving the doors unfastened
for hie return, and a lamp barnlog in her room.
With her was her little boy, and in a roomabove
slept her sister and little daughter.

white man. S8he was probably awakened by their
entrance, though they made little noi in
coming in.

THE GARROTE.

Beolduesa of Plttaburg Highwavymen-A Man
:li::m and Rebbed of $1300 In Broad Day-
L

One of the most villainous of the many vil-
lainies perpetrated of late in this city, says the
FPitieburg Chrondele of yesterday, was consum-
mated last evening, beétween ¢ and 7 o'clock,
near Liberty street, on Cherry alley. Without
waiting even for the slight decency of darkness,
three highwaymen ted & man th and
after robbing him of a pocket-book contalning
#1485, left him breathless and temporarily help-
less, The victim of the transaction was John
Hickernell, of Hentleton, Unlon county, Pa.
He was o stranger here, and arrived on Sunday
night, on board of Johu Piper's stone-boat. The
money he lost comprised all his savings, and
when leaving home he took it with him, intend-
ing to go into business in the oil regions.

Yesterday afternoon, in company with an ae-
quiantance from the boat, he started down
town. He had gone but a short distance when he
was violently seized about the throat and
choked most eflectually, At the same time a
hand was placed over his eyes, and while he
wag held in this manner, pinned up against a
bullding, his vest was torn openjand his pocket-
book and money taken oul. His assailants,
three in number, then fled, while he was still
unable either to cry out or pursue.

At u hearing of the case Willlam Ward testi-
fied that just before the robbery he saw the de-
ponent and Cramer come down Liberty street
arm in arm. Willz was just behind, and made
no answer when witness spoke to him. Daft
followed the others and also would not speak to
Ward. They all went ui{ the alley. itness
was with & man named Murphy, and they fol-
lowed, thinking there was mischiel meant,
They were stopped by the gate or door of a
counrt, and went round another way. They came
upon all three of the defendants, hurrying away.
Heard Daft say that be *‘had o notion to hit him
in the eye,” also that he “‘only got fifty cents of
the rake, and Cramer must have beat him.”

Mennwhile, Mrs. Oakes' little boy lay in a |
breathless terror upon the floor, where he had
been placed by one of the dastards, with threats
of death if he made any nolise. The wretches
fled, having awakened no onc but Mrs, Oakes
and her child.

They could not have been gone long when
Mr. Oakes came home. Passing upstairs, he
found the bedroom in darkness, CGroping for
the lamp, be found it at length beneath a pile
of clothes, the wick turned down, still burning,
the chimney preventing the clothes from taking
fire. Turning up the wick, the light showed
him the apurtment in fearful confusion, his wife
nppnrcntlf a corpee and his child nearly as life-
less with fright. The sister up stairs was called,
the neighbors. were aro , and o physician
was summoned., Dr. Scott came in and at-
tended to Mre. Onkes. 8he remained nearly or
quite insensible, with swollen face and neck and
bruised person, and had apparently suffered
ecvere Internal injuries.

In the room were found a new razor and the
sheath of a bowie-knife, left by the scoundrels,
Not until Sunday noon did Mrs. Oakes regain
consciousness, and then suffered so acutely that
opiates had at once to be administered. She
was able, however, at intervals to tell her story.

It appears that the rutians had no object but
money. They must have had accurate informa-
tion of the family's affairs, and doubtless took
the opportunity of Mr, Oakes' absence to at-
tempt a robbery which they expected would re-
ward them, Itis to be feared that Mrs, Oakes'
life will be sacrificed by their wickedness and
unnamable meanness. Her health was pre-
carious, and her present condition is critieal.

Own Rifles have gone to the front with the
Montreal Volunteers. They are going to attack
the intrenchments. Prince Arthur goes with
this regiment on lord Russell’s staff, Colonel
Osborne 8mith, in command of the Volunteers,
goes a8 the advance guard. The Fenlan move-
ments will not at all interfere with the Red River
expedition. Great satisfaction is expressed al
President Grant’s proclamation.

A battery of artillery has just left for the
front, and all the other troops in the city are
ready to move at a moment's notice. The volun-
teers all respond with the utmost readiness.
The Fenians need not expect much mercy, the

AN UPRIGHT JUDGE.

A Justice of the Pence l‘:'o-tletml of Misde-
meanor In Ollice.

The case of Justice Daniel MecAuliff, of 8t.
Louis, which has been pending in the Court of
Criminal Correction for more than four months,
was concluded on Tuesday. le was charged
with varlons acts of oppression, overcharging.
ete. It was testified by a number of witnesses
that, in several cases, McAuliff charged illegal
fees, and that on one oceasion he sent a litigant
to jail without giving him time to procure bail.
That on another occasion he fined a man for
contempt, and sent him to jall the same day for
non-payment of the fine. It was also sworn that
he was in the habit of duplicating subpo:nas,
and thus incrminﬁ the bill of costs.

To rebut these charges the defense introduced
on the witness stand Mr, Charles W. Ohm, Me-
Aulift's clerk, who only made matters worse.
The travseripts and subpwenas were introduced
as ¢vidence for the prosecution, and conkd not
be explained away by the ingenuity of the
lawyaers.

I'he jury remained out about hall an hour,
They found the accused guilly, and assgessed
his punishment at three months lmprisonment
in jail and a fine of $100.

The case will of course be appealed to the
Supreme Conrt.  Unless the verdict is set aslde
its effect will be to disqualify the offender from
holding any oilice or herealter exercising the
rights of citizenship, besides being imprisoned
for three months,

FROM WASHINGTON.

The Bill te Enforce the Fifteenth Amendment
—The Uhnnges JMade by the Committee of
Conference.

WasHinGTON, May 26.—Below are the altera-
tions made by the committee of conference to
the nct *‘to enforce the right of citizens of the
United States to vote in the several States of
the Union, and for other purposes.” The first
material change is the following proviso added
to section 20:—

“Provided that every registration made ander the
laws of any State or Territory for any State or other
election at which such representative or delegate (n
Congress shall be chosen, shall be deemed to be a
registration within the meaning of this act, notwjth-
standing the same ahal also be made for the puar.
poses of any State, Territorial, or municipal elec-
tion,”

Bection 21 of the bill as first passed by the
Senate is stricken out, and the following are

added:—

“Section 21. Amd be (t farther enacted, That
whenever, by the laws of any State or Territory, the
pame of sny candidate or peraon Lo be voted for as |
representative or delegate in Congress shall be re- |
quired to be printed, written, or contained ia any |
ticket or ballot with other candidates or persons
to be voled for at the same election for State
Territorial, municipal, or local omcers, it shall
te sufficlent prima ncie  evidence, elther
for the purpose of Indicting or convicting
any person charged with voting, or attempting or
offering to vote, unlawfally under the provisions of
the preceding sections, or for commitiing either of
the offenses thereby created, to prove that the per.
son so charged or indicted, voted or attempted or
offered to vote such baliet or ticket, or committed
either of the offenses named in the preced-
ing sections of this act with reference to such
ballot. And the proof and establishment of such
fact shall be en, held, and deemed to be
presumptive evidence that such person voted, or
attempted or offered to vote, for such representa-
tive or delegate, a8 the case may be, or that such
offense was committed with reference to the elec-
tion of such representative or delegate, and shall
be sufficient to warrant his conviction, uniess
it shall be shown that any suach ballot,
when cast, or attempted or offered to be
cast, by him, did not contain the name of any candi-
aate for the oMce of representative or delegate in
the Congress of the United States, or thas such

offense was not committed with reference to the
election of such representative or delegate,

“Section 22 And be it further enacted, 'That any
officer of any election at which any representative
or delegate n the Congress of the United
States shall be voled for, whether such
oMeer of election be appointed or created by or un-
der apy law or authority of the United states, or hy
or under any State, Territorial, district, or municipal
law or suthority, who shall neglect or refuse to per-
form any duty in regard to such election required of
him by apy law of the United States, or of any
State or Territory thereof; or violate any duty
s0 imposed, or knowingly do mny act therc-
by unpsuthorized, with intent to affect
any soch election, or the result therer; or
frandulently make any false certificate of the resuit
of such election in regard to such representative or
delegate; or withhold, conceal, or destroy any cer-
titicate of record so required by law respecting, con-
cerning, or pertaining to the election of any such
representative or deiegate; or neglect orre w
make and return the same a8 80 required by law;
or ald, counsel, procare, or advise any voter, person,
or officer to do any act by this or any of the pre-
ceding sections made a orime ; or to omit to do any
doty the omission of which {8 by this
or any of sBald sections made a crime,
ar  attempt to do 80, ahall be
deemed gullty of a erime and shall be liable o pro-
secution and punishment therefor, a8 provided for
in the nineteenth section of this act for persons
guilty of apny of the crimes thereln specified.

“Section 28, And be it further enacted, That
